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SCHOOL  REPORT. 

As  required  by  law,  the  School  Board  of  Grantham  respectfully 
submit  the  following-  report: 

Three  schools  have  been  maintained  the  past  year,  with  twenty- 
six  weeks  in  each  division,  making  an  aggregate  of  seventy-eight 
weeks. 

At  North  Grantham  "29  pupils  were  registered,  with  an  average 
of  95  per  cent  attendance;  at  the  village  16  were  registered  in  the 
grammar  school,  with  an  average  of  88  per  cent  attendance,  and 
27  in  the  primary,  with  86  per  cent  attendance. 

Two  new  flags  have  been  purchased,  one  for  each  school-house, 
also  a  new  teacher's  desk  and  chair  for  the  primary  school-room. 

North  Grantham  school-house  is  very  much  in  need  of  additional 
desks  and  a  cloak-room. 

Both  school  buildings  are  in  need  of  further  repairs  inside  and 
out. 

In  the  village  schools,  the  same  teachers  have  been  employed  as 
the  previous  year.  For  the  North  Grantham  school  we  were  fortu- 
nate in  securing  the  services  of  Miss  Sarah  A.  Mason  a  teacher  of 
large  experience.
